The Mussulmans of India are begii 
ning to take great intjjest in the war 
between Russia and Turkey, and feelings 
of sympathy with the Turks are spread 
rapidly among them, and daily grow- 
ing more intense. Subscriptions are 
being opened in most large towns, and 
are increasing in amount. In some cases 
cyen the women are goffering their jewels 
and ornaments in favor of the cause. 
Public prayers for the sultan are offered 
in the mosques, and pamphlets and proc- 
lamations coming chiefly from Mecca, 
have' been circulating largely among the 
Mohammedans. The movement appears 
entirely free from jolitical motives, and 
is due whollv to religious impulse. 

Rajlboad managers are talking of 
economizing in a very sensible way since 
the strike. It is proposed to do away 
with the independent fast freight lines by 
rushing tbe freight trains of the compa- 
nies at a higher rate of speed, and to stop 
the practice of renting rolling stock at 
high rates. The companies will thereby 
make all the money to be made out of 
fast freight for themselves. It is pro 
posed also to abolish -iiecial trains for 
railway officials, and make them ride in 
the ordinary trains. It is said that a 
huge leak iu the treasuries comes from 
'hi* source alone. The earnings of the 
roads under these reforms will be so 
much larger that fchey can afford to pay 
better wages to their men.

Having a few mo- 
ments to spare, 1 went outside, crossing 
the path ol a monk wis sweetly smiled, 

stroked his ls-ard and loved on. 

It was now getting towards evening, 

and the spirit of the kur began to fall 
on all things around ne. The solemnity 
of the place (for ills solemn) began 
to tell, and as 1 looked around 
there seemed to be a est and quietness 
which ' drew audienu still as night or 
summer's noontide ait" The last rays 
of the setting sun streamed across the 
garden, and the air Was clear and bril-

A 
strange monk 1" ! mc along throueb the 
corridors with the two prie.-ts, ami nv 
word- were spoken. Hooked out through 
a window and saw tht graveyard with its 
black crosses and mmudsoi earth ; they 
say each capuchin dgs his grave in the 
morning and closes it over at night. 

I ' poll each chamber door the re is the 
name of s.ime saint, and my amiable 
monk gave me a ciamlier marked " St. 
liilarius," which seemed to please hi or 
and the two jolly priests very much. 
When I got to my room the day was 
finished, and all are supposed to be in 
their rooms. The little convent clock 
tolled out the boor of eight, and even 
thus early all wasaill and quiet. " Si- 
lence, silence even/where, on the earth 
and in the air." 

After a broken »t I got up at a call 
at my eloor, and gohg down to tho dining- 
room the " father* gave me a cup of te-a, 
with sugar and nilk wanting, with a 
little of the darkircad. I made a light 
i.re kfast, and bidding adieu to the old 
convent and my two young priests, who 
smiled loudly when I askeel them why 
"las femmea" were not allowed within 
the walls, the gate closed between us, 
and I turned my face fnce more towards 
Antwerp.

A s*pe rfi cial investigation 
seems to inelicate that the construction 
of these buildingsdatesfrom some centu- 
ries befeire our era. ^'he Council of Vaud 
has decided to ha* -he site of the dwell- 
ings enclosed by a j e -ty stretching from 
the land, and to drain off the water, so 
as to bring to HgW w hat promises to be 
one of the most interesting archaelogical 
discoveries of ou r day.

We spoke iu our last of the return of 
Guess from the western Cherokees, 
brii ging letters written with the Chero- 
kee characters, ami that the alphabet 
began to spread among tbe eastern 
Cherokees. At that time, there was no 
thought of having ty]K' cast to print the 
language. The alphaliel was learned as 
it came from the hand of (Juess, without 
any system. The writings of those who 
Je-arned it was very rude, liecause unac- 
customed to the use of a i>en. The pens 
then used were made ol goose; quills. 
IJul few learned the alphabet at the first, 
indeed, there was little inducement to 

learn it, because only a little writing wa- 

done at that day by any one. Along the 
road occasionally might l»e seen turn side 
of a trie hewn down for several feet, and 
writing on it, dona with charcoal; the 
letter- being badly made, some lying 
lengthwise, and scattered rather promis- 
cuously. ( )n Iteach tr> es, some would cut 
their names, or cut a few words in the 
bark. 

How long Guess remained in the east- 
ern nation, we cannot tell, as he was 
living among the western Cherokees, In 
which the land they then occupied in 
Arkansas were exchanged for those upon 
which thev now live, a provision was in- 
serted, giving to George fiuess a salt 
spring on Lee's creek. This gift was of 
no real benefit to (iuess. He liTed on 
Lee's creek, but we never heard ed hi- 
making any salt at his spring. 

Although Cuess was a half-blood, he 
had no love for civilization, but was an 
Indian of the old kind, in allot" his habits 
and tastes. He knew no other language 
than the Cherokee. He disliked the 
Christian religion, and though his inven- 
tion proved to have Inch thv 
liest means of disseminating the 
doctrines oi Christ, yet he did not like to 
sue it used for that purpose. He w:is an 
unwilling tool iu tbe hands of tbe Al- 
mighty ( Jod for spreading the truths of 
the gospel among the full bloods. 

The alphab-H, about the year ls-2>>, af- 
ter the nation had resolved to print a 
newspaper, was taken by the Uev. Sam'l 
A Wore-ester, a missionary, and -ystema- 
ti-ed. It has been used in this form 
i w r since, and it i- easier learned, than 
the proiniscuous*way in which (I "e*s set 
them down. ' iuess had no idea of vow- 
els which'govern the sounds of the lan- 
gua re That part of the work was left 
for Mr. Worcester to arrange. 

Bo far as the character of Guess, or Si- 
quo-ya, is concerned, there was nothing 
in it, different from any other old time 
Indian, save that of in venting the Chero- 
kei alphabet. He was no leader iu any- 
thing among his people, We cannot 
rec ilh ct if he \\a- ever an office-holder. 
He was a good. jK-aeable man, but noth- 
ing more. < >n the^arrival e>f lioss with 
the main body ol the eastern Cherokees, 
and when the old settler gnverr ,,i»-'it \,as. 
siibverte'j. f ( •:"--<, helng the old' settler, 
gave in his adhesion to the Itoss faction 
which was the strongest. 

Between the years hlO and 1848, the 
exact year we do not ree-ollect, (iuess 
left tin- Cherokee Nation andwent out 
on the plains. It is said by seime, he 
went in search e>f Cherokees he believeel 
lived in or about Arizona. I5ut, we be- 
lieve he liecame tired of the new state 
of things in the Cherokee Nation. He 
was an old time Indian, with all the 
prejudices of that class of Indians against 
civilization. He found on the emigra- 
tion of the eastern Cherokees, that all, 
or nearly all, the old manners and cus- 
toms ol the Cherokees bad been aban- 
doned, the laws of the ehua had been dis- 
obeyed, and thrown aside, and the mar- 
riage of persons in the same clan was 
c immon. There i^ no doubt that he be- 
came disgusted and dissatisfied, there- 
fore be went t« the plains, from whence 
he never returned. 'If the time we have 
do knowledge. — Fort Smith Independent.

The plan was ac cord- 
ingly adopted and carried out, the fine 
residence was erected on Fifth avenue, 
pro|>erly transferred and secured fas they 
thought), and then Mr. Place and wife 
were ready to submit to the itjcvitabie 
rever-cs of fortune with a re.<**>.T grace 
and a more submissive will. Put the 
over-bold creditors sU'p|>ed in just here, 
and very forcibly questioned the right 
of Place to thus use their money for bis 
own personal purposes without as much 
as saying " My your leave." Or, in other 
words, after Plan' «V Co. had failed, the 
creditors bosiated thai the Fifth avenue 
property should In- sold, and the proceeds 
reckoned in with the other assets of the 
firm. Whereii|K)ii Mrs. Place, through 
her agents, objected, and the case was 
ried successively through the local 
trict court, the circuit court, an, 
up to the I'nited States Supreme 
from which a decision has been given 
that said Fifth avenue property, inas- 
much as it was purchased with money 
taken from the business, rightfully be- 
longs to the company's creditors, its 
transference to the wife in the meantime 
to the contrary notwithstanding.

latdl August loth, states that the gen- 
.■ratoniprovemcut In crop prospects in 
Madras, Mysore, Bombay and the north- 
west was maintained the past week. 
Pain is still much needed in Punjab, 
ItajpViotaiia an '' tne western part of the 
north western provinces. The prices of 
grain continue exceolinglv high through- 
out the famine districts; but in Madras 
they are slightly easier than the week 
preceding, and still are lower in evetv 
pau of that pre:-idency than in the worst 
parjB of Bombay and Mysore. The 
question of grain stocks and supplies 
continue*! to i-au-*^\nxiety. The grain 
trade at Calcutta is exceedingly active ; 
nin^y thoj>*vud tons eif shipping are en- 
- Million of Mysore contin- 
ue- . n'tii .'.sffaf ii,. governor of Bengal 
telegraphs, cola -ing the condition of 
Bombay, that the prices of grain re 
slifthtly easier, but sre still very high. 
The improvement of the situation i- re 
tarded by the want of a general rain; 
the people are feeding still more the con- 
tinued pressure of high prices. The dif- 
ficulty in Bombay is aggravated by the 
state of Madras and Nizim, and by the 
inability or the railroad to bring forward 
grain sufficient for the great demand, 
mere has l«>en no further increase in 
.Madras oi the number relieved of erne 
hundred and eighty-nine thousand, inak- 
ing an increa-e of three hundred and 
eighty-five thou--uid in the last fortnight, 
hi Mysore the laborer- on the work.- are 
decreasing, and *he charitably relieved 
frf reusing ; in Bombay the reverse' isoc- 
corring. but there is a slight general in- 
Oreaae in the totals received. In Madras 
there are nine hundred and eighty-three 
thousand laborers on tbe works, and one 
million one thousand six hundred chari- 
tably relieved ; in Mysore there are forty- 
five thousand on the works, and one 
hundred and sixty-lour thousand chari- 
tably relieved ; and in Bombay there are 
o Billion six hundred thousand on the 
forks, and one hundred and nine thou 
And charitably relieved.

be written or stamped upon the envelope. 
Iu conformity with this notice the post- 
master of this city has been instructed to 
Teport all violations of this law that may 
come to his knowledge, to the end that 
legal proceedings may be instituted 
against the offenders. It is represented 
that steamboat and either river men 
have practiced tbisillegal carrying to such 
an extent that many thousands of drdlars 
are hist to the government annually. 
Whether this be true or not, we cannot 
lielieve that our steamboat friends run- 
ning regular lines on the river would 
intentionally violate the law in this re- 
gard. They must, nevertheless, thank us 
for pointing out to them the danger which 
threatens them. The remedy would seem 
to lie with the steamboatmen themselves, 
in simply refusing to carry letters except 
in government envelopes, or in regular 
mail pouches.

Hence, the driving of cattle by 
thousands Inm Oregon and Washington 
Territory to Kansas tells of grazing land 
and water '.vhere a barren waste was sup 
posed to exist.

An appioved method of raising Indian 
corn is to turn out a piece of sod land 
ploughing from six to seven inches in 
depth, and it clear of stone, it should be 
turned over so that not a spear of grass 
would be visible. This can be done with 
a reversible plough. After ploughing it 
needs to be harrowed thoroughly the 
same way it is ploughed and then across 
the furrows. Then the chemical ferti- 
lizer should be sown as evenly as posfflbte 
by broadca-t hand sowing ; then it needs 
to bebushtd with an ordinary bush, pre- 
pared for e.,vering grass and clover seed 
after the grain had been harrowed in. 
Then furrowed or marked out with a 
shallow furrow — rows three and a ball 
feet apart- the same way it was ploughed. 
The next thing is to drop the corn in the 
furrows, with the hills twenty inches 
apart in the rows, with four kernels in a 
hill, and covered with a horse-hoe. The 
more strictly this method of preparing 
the ground be followed, in every particu- 
lar, the more likely will the farmer be to 
get a good crop of corn. He can hardly 
fail of this it he cultivates or use the 
horse-hoe faithfully and diligently. If 
the land be free from stone, the hand hoe 
will not If needed at all.

Dire<ti<in\s For I'reskrvin'; Cub- 
kaxts— The preserving kettle should bea 
shallow form : those made of porcelain are 
the best, and a tightly fitting cover is 
very desirable. Jelly bags, of thin flan- 
nel should be made in the shape of a 
cornucopia, and tape strings attached to 
them, s > that they can be fastened to a 
chair, and the jelly turned into them 
very slowly and arranged so as to fall 
into a pitcher or dish placed upon the 
floor. 

Strawberries, rasplxrries, currants and 
cherries should be made into jellies and 
jams, with the best double-refined sugar : 
if brown sugar is used, it makes the jellies 
and preserves of a dingy, reddish brown, 
which is neither pleasing to the eye nor 
the ta^te. Neither should brown sugar 
be used for green fruits. 

( t- RRAXT Jelly.— Pick the tine, red 
ripe currant* from the stems; bruise 
them with a pestle or meat pounder, and 
strain through a thin flannel or cotton 
bag. To each pint of juice put one- 
pound of best white sugar, and stir until 
it is well disolved ; set it over a slow fire, 
and when it boils skim well. Let it boil 
for fifteen or twenty minutes, then try it 
by cooling a spoonful a little and pour- 
ing it into a cup of cold water ; if it sinks* 
to the bottom directly, and scarcely 
colors the water, it is done; if not let it 
beil five minutes longer. Strain ii iBto 
small white jars or glass tumbiers, and 
when cold cover with thin white paper 
dipp?d either in the spirits or the white 
of an egg, and paste thick brown paper 
over the jars.

The cattle-plague committee of the 
British house of comment have agreed in 
their report to recommend that all im- 
portation from Germany, Russia and 
Belgium be absolutely prohibited, and 
that cattle rejH>rted from all other coun- 
tries lie killed at the place of landing; 
that stock in the metropolitan markets 
should only l>e removed for slaughter ; 
that all movement of cattle in the infected 
districts be prohibited; that fairs and 
markets be stopped ; that the infected 
farms be subjected to quarantine; that 
the compensation for pleuro-pneumonia 
be the same as for the cattle plague ; that 
all cattle-sheds in towns be subjected to 
resist rat ion and insj>eetiou. Notwith- 
standing these stringent mea-sures, the 
diaesse is on the increase in London and 
its environs. So infectious is the disease 
that it is dangerous for cattle to pass the 
infected districts or to breaths the air of 
hay or -traw from those distiicts, or to 
drink from the jhmiIs or fords where dis- 
eased cattle have strayed. Sheep may 
convey by their wtsd the disease, and the 
wool from foreign countries should be 
carefully kept Irom contact with anything 
likely to carry disease. Hoofs, horns, 
etc., and the clothing of men employed 
to slaughter diseased cattle, will also 
convev the infection.

The Williamette (Oregon) Farmer 
makes the following interesting state- 
ment : 

W. S. Newbury, of Portland, has just 
returned from an extensive business ex- 
cursion through the upper Columbia 
farming <o mtry and furnishes us inter- 
esting fac.s as to the progress of the 
country and the increase of prosperity. 
For one thin,:, a regular trade established 
between KsoSM ranchers and stockmen, 
and the cattle men of eastern Oregon, 
and already this spring several parties of 
cattle buy. rs havu gone through the 
upper country, from the Dalles to Pe- 
louse, purchasing beef cattle to drive 
east. One firm has purchased 2,700 and 
was still buying, ami othera were in the 
field maki"g large purchases. These 
cattle are started eastward b;. way of 
Boi*e and Snake river, through Utah, 
and are driven all the way to Kansas by 
easy stages, reaching there, tome of them, 
early in the fall. Later in the season, 
those that ar ; in good order are shipped 
east by rail, and the rest wintered in 
Kansas ready for shipment next spring as 
soon as they are in goyd condition,

Ice Cream. — To three pints of cream 
add three pints of milk, one cup of sugar, 
one egg well beaten, one tablespoonful 
vanilla flavor; put into the freezer with- 
out cooking. 

A Nice Dish For Dessert.— Gather 
large ripe clusters of the cherry currant; 
dip them in the unbeaten white of an 
egg, and roll in pulverized sugar until 
perfectly coated with it. S*rve in a 
glass dish. 

A Remedy for Whoopini. cortm.— 
Two-thirds castor-oil, one£*.hird syrup of 
ipecac. Dose: Half a teaspoonful from 
two to six hours apart, according to the 
severity of the couch. Shake the mix- 
ture well before using. It is almost in- 
fallible. 

Orange Ice.— The juice of six oranges 
and grated peel of three ; the juice of 
two lemons ; squeeze out every drop of 
juice, and let the grated peel steep in the 
juice one hour ; strain well through a 
fine cotton cloth ; mix in one pint sugar, 
then one pint water ; freeze as you would 
ice-cream. 

Preserved Ccrrants.— Take ripe 
currants, free from stems ; weigh them, 
and put three-quartc^j^f a pound of 
white sugar to every pound^pf berries, 
take a teHcupful of water to each poon«! 
of sugar, and boil unty-'tfie syrup is very 
clear ; then turn it over the uncooked 
berries, and let them Stand over night ; 
next morning put over a slow fire and 
boil gently until the berries are clear; 
skim them ont into jars, and boil the 
syrup until thick, and u r over the 
berries. 

Currant Jam ---Free the currants 
from the stems ; take eight pounds of 
sugar to ten pounds of berries. Strain 
the juice from half of the currants; then 
crush the rest with the sugar; pour the 
juice over them, and boil in a porcelain 
kettle until it is a smooth, ^iick mass. 
Have a moderate fire, and let it coek 
slowly, so it will not burn the jam. This 
is nearly as good as cranberries fsr cold 
meats and game. 

Cdccmber Pickles — Make a pickle in 
a clean tub that will bear a small 
potato ; wash the cucumbers and put 
them in ; cover with cabbage leaves and 
place something heavy on the top to 
keep them under the brine : let them lie 
as long as you wish ; to make a few at 
a time, take them out and let them re- 
main in cold water over night then put 
half water and half vinegar and a small 
piece of alum ii the kettle with the 
pickles, and set them back of the range. 
Be careful not to let them boil. Turn 
them over every fifteen minutes, so they 
will all get done through. You can tell 
by breaking one in two, and if it is green 
it is done. Take them out ; put in a 
stone jar ; throw away the vinegar ; 
put in fresh vinegar ; cloves and allspice, 
a few of each ; let it boil up, and throw 
it over the pickles in the jar, and then 
cover. They will be ready for use in a 
few daya. Can be kept a year if desired.

When the 
prince consort chose- south Kensington 
as the site for the great exhibition, he 
invested a large amount of money' in 
lands therealsjuts, and that money has 
by this time increased forty or fifty fold, 
and brings in ■ revenue adequate in itself 
to cover the expenses of a good sized 
kingdom. The queen herself is an excel- 
lent manager, and had she begun life 
with a capital of £500 she would by this 
time have made it £§0,000, f*»r she has a 
turn for money-making, and never loses 
a chance of increasing her store. It may 
■•wjLjubted whether she spends much, if 
j"*ory]re than £2">,O0o a year, for she 
ra^fy receive- anybody even to dinner, 
and. although she has to keep up a large 
staff ot servants, $125,000 will go a long 
way even here to defray all expenses of 
that description. I mentioned this sum 
of £25,000 the other day to a friend of 
mine, who knows a good deal more about 
the court than I do, and he laughed at it 
as b^ing absurdly high. However that 
may be, the queen receives £385,000 a 
year from the nation. about £40,0fXTfrom 
the duchy of Lancaster, and not less 
than £200,000 from her investments— or 
#3,125,00 r .'a year. The Prince of Wales 
receives £40,000 from the nation, about 
£60,000 from the duchyof Cornwall, and 
his wife £11,000 from the nation — 
altogether £110,000, and upon this he 
has to keep a large family and to receive 
and entertain numerous visitors and 
guests, give garden parties, balls, din- 
ners, and incur vast expenses generally, 
which ought properly to fall upon the 
monarch. No wonder that ho is rela- 
tively a poor man. The prospect before 
him is not very bright, for the queen 
may reign for twenty years to come yet. 
She is only fifty-eight, and as strong as a 
lion, in perfect health, and probably 
hopes to c^'gn as long as her distinguished 
ancestor, George III., who was on the 
throne sixty years ; peace to his mem- 
ory! And certainly no one wishes any 
evil to happen to the queen, or to ece the 
shortening of her days; for, after all, it 
is by no means certain that the change, 
whenever it may come, will necessarily 
be for the better.--/.. ./. Jenning's ls>ndon 
Letter.

Much has been said about transfixing 
or terrifying lion bv looking into his 
eyes. I know all alnnit that. Catch his 
eye and fix your* upon him, his eye-balls 
slowly begin to expand and he becomes 
blind. Then he will turn his head SO 
that he may receiver his vision. Look 
out for yourself at such a time. When 
he faces around again he is ready to 
strike. A person outside the den may 
staie into the animal'fl eyes as long as lie 
chooses, but the experienced lion will 
quickly turn away when the keej>er in 
the den attempts the use of his eyes. I 
never had the slightest tear when I en- 
tered a den, and in that lies my success. 
When I was cut here (|x»inting to a long 
mark jus) over his nose) the blood tilled 
my eyes and blinded me, but I kept on 
yelling and using my whip, ami that 
saved me If I had shown a sign of 
weakness, I might have lieen torn to 
niece.-. — probably would have l»een. 

Last year, on decoration day, while I 
was with Howe's and Cushing's circus, I 
went with a den of lions in the procession. 
Old Parker, the famous animal who died 
in centra] park some time ago, and who 
left a record of four men killed, was in 
the den. There was a great crowd in the 
street, anil :us we were turning the corner 
ot sixteenth street and fourth avenue, 
stirred up the lionesses, and they liegan | 
to fight. I tried to stop them, and used 
the whip vigorously. Canada, an im- 
mense lion who was behind me, sprang 
upon my back and fastened his teeth in 
my waist. Then he suddenly let go ft is | 
hold and crouched In his i-orner. i was ) 
bleeding and vexed, and I ordered the 
driver to get out of the procession and 
go back to the show. 1 )n the way I con- 
tinually threatened Canada, but did 
nothinu' until we were iu the tent. Alter 

my wounds had been dressed I retained 

to the den, and had J( 'anad.i tied down. 
Then his claws were cut. He raved and 
tos>ed furiously, and we gave him a 
piece of pine bark to chew. He snapped 
it into splinters. When he was untied 
two men at each end of the den pounded 
him with iron bars, and I beat him on 
the head with my loaded whip. He 
stood like a monument. I put him 
through his regular performance after- 
ward, and he did it well. 

In breaking an annimal there is always 
danger that he may pass you and cut off 
your retreat. That's why I need assis- 
tance from the outside — some one to 
hit the lion on the back. When he is 
thus struck he will quickly turn, and 
then your opportunity to escape has ar- 
rived. Old Parker was the Itest per- 
forming lion in the country. I used to 
put my head in his mouth in three dif- 
ferent ways, and even the show people 
couldn't tell how I succeohnl in escaping 
unhurt. That was my secret. (Laugh- 
ing.) For instance, when lie was on his 
Lack I weuld kneel on his stomach, and 
forcing open his mouth, insert my head. 
I held him so that if he made the slight 
est show at biting me, he bit himself 
tir>t. I pulled the flesh from his jaws 
right over his teeth and held them with 
a firm grip. Out in a country town, 
where we wished to close our stay with 
an exciting scene, I hail a sponge soaked 
with a fluid of a bloody color, and this 
sponge I fastened to the top of the den. 
I n the closing scene of tho |>erformance, 
when the lions were evidently in their 
greatest rage, and while I was slashing 
right and left with my whip and shout- 
ing at. the top of my voice, I suddenly 
gras|<ed the sponge, and what seemed to 
be blood streamed over my arm. This 
always created the most terrific excite- 
ment and great cheering. "The man's 
had his ariti chawed oflTl was tJie crv, 
and the country newspapers gave de- 
scriptions of the awful scene. 1 had my 
arm chawed off in all the country towns. 

In feeding lions at the exhibitions 
I never give them enough to let them 
waste any in chewing. If I did it would 
be fatal torn*. I throw them little scraps, 
and as soon as they masticate these I 
stand ready with my whip and whack 
them over the nose. The lioness Neilie, 
owing to sickness, eouM not cat meat, 
and I |>erfornied wha' sreined to lie a 
very wonderful trick with her. I'd take 
a great chunk of meat ai.d hold it before 
her. She'd grasp it out of spite, and 
then we would have a Beeminady frantic 
struggle for its possession. When I be- 
came the winner the applause was always 
hearty and prolonged. The other lions 
watched the tussle with deep interest, 
and craved the meat, but I kept them at 
bay. We alw iys feed them raw lieef. 
Liver acts upon them just as pills do 
upon human beings. 

In making an exit from a den I inva- 
riably go from the door in the center of 
the partition. The worst of the animals 
are first shut in the end partition, and I 
part from the pet in the second section. 
Lionesses are a hundred net cent, more 
treacherous than lions. The majority of 
lion-tamers who have been killed in dens 
were drunk at the time. But not all of 
them. There was poor Joe Whittle, 
who was with John G'Brien's circus in 
1874. He went into the den and caught 
a lion by the nose, and attempted the 
novel feat of tossing the animal about. 
Joe was terribly mangled, and we all sor- 
rowed ove r his det.th.— N. Y. S un.

Who would have 
or who would have had the hardihood to 
cherish in the last century so wild a 
conception as bridging across the sea ? 
It belonged to the first half of this cen- 
tury to hold the idea in embryo, and 
since modern engineers, aided by modern 
science, have gone far toward eliminating 
the word " impossible " Irom our vocabu- 
lary, it should be for the second half to 
eliminate, so tar as regards the passage 
of the Straits of Dover Vy railway, the 
word " impassable" also.
